.HARR19BUBG, Apr. 30.—Th-o Un- 


ion-town Genius of yesterday contain- 
ed a, long and labored, raise and mis- 
leading; article on the working of the 
Stato Highway Commission In general 
and the appointments and tho work 
of building permanent roads In Fay- 
etto county in particular. 


It was dated and presumably writ- 


ten by a Hnrrisburg correspondent. 
It atatod briefly that the State High- 
way Commission was trying to build 
up a political machine by paying fancy 
salaries to Us appointees and prevent- 
ing legislation giving local Supervis- 
ors any compensation with a view to 
driving them out of tho business and 
permitting the Road Ring to control 
it alt for political purposes. 
It was 


stated that the Stato Highway Com 
rol&stoner gets 110,000 per year and 
tho local "Superintcnclant of Roads" 
$125 per month. Concerning the ap- 
pointment oC Jacob Morgan the cor- 
respondent suys: 


"The appointment Is announced of 


Squire Morgan, of New Haven bor- 
ough, who isJ to have charge of the 
Stato roads in Dunbar township. 
In- 


vestigation shows that 
as y6t, Dun- 


bar has not State roads. Work was 
begun on tho flrst.mtle In that town- 
ship last fall aiul it will require a good 
part ol the summer to complete that 
mile. Irue, there arc severil other 
applications in and they in time will 
probably be allowed. 
In .the mean- 


time, Mr. .Morgan will have the picnic 
ot -his life at $1,500 a year, while the 
Supervisors can care for all the rest 


• of the road gratis. 
While tho peo- 


ple slumber the 
Highway 
Commis- 


sion seems to be building up Its ma- 
chine which -when completed will make 
Mr. Hunter practically 
a 
political 


czar. Discretion should have dictated 
the selection of a man in Dunbar 
township for Superintendent of State 
roads in Dunbar township, but mater- 
dal rather than location Is said to be 
the care of the Coresmisiston. The ex- 
cuse for the appointment oC a man 
outside of the township to attend to 
tfce Superintendence- of Che township 
roads Is that Mr. Morgan had been 
disc9ntmuod as a Justice of the Peace 
and deserved something better." 


Senator Crow being asked In refer- 


ence to this matter said: "Jacob Mor- 
gan Is not a Superintendent ot State 
Roads. There Is only one State road 
In Fayette county and that is tho Na- 
tional Pike. Mr. Morgan is an Inspec- 
tortor of permanent roads being built 
Jn Fayotte county through Stato aid. 
Theso roads are biiilt partly by the 
State and partly by the county. In- 
spector Morgan Is not appointed for 
Dunbar township, but for Fayatte coun- 
ty. He has been assigned the Dunbar 
township piece of road, and when that 
Is finished he will be sent to some oth- 
er job. 
He is by law compelled to be 


on the work every day and every hour 
the contractor Is working thereon to 
see that the latter Is doing his work in 
accordance with the plans and specifi- 
cations. 
His salary Is not $125 per 


month, but ?BO per month. The salary 
of the State Highway Commissioner is 
not $10,000 per year, but $5,000. A 
bill now pending increases this salary 
to ?0,500. 


"The animus of this article will, per- 


fcnps. be better understood when it is 
known that Congressman Cooper rec- 
ammended another New Haven man 
In tho person of Harry R. Smurr for 
this position. 
The application of Mr. 


Morgan was endorsed by me. 
I am 


Informed that Mr. Cooper is one of 
the owners of The Genius. Whether 
or not this article was inspired by him, 
1 loitve the public to judge. 


"la the meantime, I want to repeat 


that Jacob Morgan's appointment is 
not a Dunbar township appointment, 
hut a county appointment, and that

But their dis 
regard subjects the licensee to the 
(longer of havinjr his application " 
fused" instead of "granted" when it 
i:oraes up before the court the next 
time.

The applicant carried the case up to 
ihe Supreme Court, which decided that 
1he reasons were not valid an'J the 
license should be granted; but added 
that, In the absence of any such reas- 
ons, it would bo presumed that the 
judge below acted In that sound dls- 
areatioo with -which ho was by the 
Broolts law invested.

seven men who have been imprisoned

"Whlte operations at FoustvUle since 


1 last (Saturday afternoon, were rescued 


last night alive and welt. For over 72 
hours tb« men wore hemmed In on 
all sides by a flood of water that had 
broken through from an abandoned 
'working. 
Their rescue Is the result 


., of the unceasing struggle against the 


rising; waters made by the workmen. 
and the officials of the Be nvi ml-White 
operations. 


Tho men. wore rescued at 10 o'clock 


I -by Stluey Rorlon and Charles Ream. 
- -wlio made a dash through 50 feet of 


"water-ftHed heading. 
Eavller la the 


day John Boyla, a brother of one of 
one of the imprisoned -men, and throe 
•comrades made a, futile attempt to 
reach them. Those men came back 
haif drowned and reported that por- 
tions of the heading were still com- 
pletely fliied with water 
arid that 


more punnping •wo-irkl have to bo clone 
before the imprisoned men could be 
reached. T.he efforts at pumping wore 
then redoubled. 
At 30 o'cloe.c the 


•water had so- far gone down that it 
was resolved to make one more at- 
tempt to break through to the over- 
cast, where it was believed the uufoi'- 
£imate men TVPTO still alive. 


Two Men Vo lu nttcr. 


Stlney Rodon and Charles Ileam 


volunteered for the service. Like tho 
party that set forth earlier In the day 
they left the pumping crew and plung- 
ed out Into t^ie water and darkness. 
It ~waa over an hour before either 
man was heard'from and then Roam 
came swimming back 
through

heading, bringing the first news from 
the imprisoned seven. The e-ffort -hail

nearly exhausted Keam, 
He reported 


that the seven mW were alive and all 
in ftood fihape. but that until moro 
pu-nvplng was done the passage to tho 
place where they had 'aken refuge 
•was impassable' to tuos-a who could 
not swim. 


When the news was received that

- solved to allow thorn to remain where
